It shouldn’t be a means test to 
get to be a doctor; anyone with the commitment and the ethic should have access.” 


Kotin is chief medical officer of Magellan Health Services, a leading diversified specialty health care management organization 
based in Avon, Conn. He also serves on the executive council of the Alumni Association of Rush Medical College. 


1979 Alumnus Asensio Named Fellow in Royal College of Surgeons of England 
Juan A. Asensio, MD 1979, FACS, FCCM, FRCS (Hon.) England, has many titles at the University of Miami Miller School 


of Medicine. He is professor of surgery (tenured); director of trauma clinical research, training and community affairs; director 
of the trauma surgery and surgical critical care fellowship; director of the international visiting scholars/research fellowship; 
and medical director for education and training in the school’s international medicine institute. Soon, he can add one more 
title to his list. On July 7, Asensio will be inducted as a fellow in the Royal College of Surgeons of England. 


Asensio is a nationally and internationally recognized academic trauma surgeon. He has 445 publications, 15 textbooks and 
multiple grants, including NIH funding. He is a member and honorary member of more than 80 national and international 
surgical societies, is a fellow of the American College of Surgeons and the American College of Critical Care Medicine, and has 
lectured as a visiting professor in more than 70 countries. Asensio says it was the history and tradition of high-profile surgeons 
like Daniel Brainard, Moses Gunn, Christian Fenger, Nicholas Senn, Charles T. Parkes, John B. Murphy, Willis Potts, Kellogg 
Speed and Ormond Julian that attracted him to attend Rush Medical College. In fact, being a part of this long tradition motivates him still. 


“As Rush alumni, we stand on the shoulders of giants. Rush has had a collection of amazing graduates and faculty,” Asensio said. “I was greatly influenced by 
my own professors at Rush, and now, all these years later, who would believe that a poor Cuban immigrant who put himself through medical school by 
working as a Chicago Transit Authority worker would be following the same path as some of these surgeons? That connection to Rush and its history is 
still there for me; I live and breathe it every day.”

IN MEMORIAM 


Marshall P. Welles, MD 1935, of Arcadia, Calif. died July 27, 2009 at the age of 101. For 35 
years, Welles and his wife, Helen, were medical missionaries in China, the Philippines and Thailand. 
Welles served on the staffs of mission hospitals in China and with his family spent World War II 

in a Japanese concentration camp in the Philippines. Transferring to Thailand in 1949, he opened 
the Bangkok Christian Hospital, which continues to grow. Before his retirement in 1991, Welles 
delivered nearly 1,400 babies and traveled to 84 countries.

Rush Transformation Remains Focused on Infection Control 4 
With a three-story Advanced Surgery and Treatment Center and a unique 
butterfly-shaped bed tower, Rush’s new hospital facility — opening in 
2012 — has been designed to enhance the practice of medicine at Rush. 
Throughout design and construction, hundreds of Rush’s medical and 
nursing staff and faculty have consulted to ensure the building’s form will 
fit its function. 


Gordon Trenholme, MD, the James R. Lowenstine Chair of Internal 
Medicine and director of the Section of Infectious Diseases at Rush, led 
an infection control task force to help guide the incorporation of features 
and construction practices that will reduce the risk for hospital-acquired 
infections and create a healthier environment. 


“Members of the task force frequently walk through the construction site to 
make sure that the building’s structure is being kept completely dry and free 
of mold — that’s how committed everyone is to healthy building practices. 
We've reviewed, tested and implemented countless features to ensure we’re 
taking every measure to make this the safest, healthiest environment we 
could possibly build,” Trenholme said. 


Much of the planning centered on preventing airborne disease transmission. The entire facility will 
have OR-quality air throughout. For example, the waiting rooms in the McCormick Foundation Center 
for Advanced Emergency Response will have 12 complete air exchanges per hour. What’s more, each 
medical and ICU floor will have a number of negative-air-flow isolation rooms to control the spread of 
infection, while one unit on the 14th floor, located in the Herb Family Acute and Critical Care Bed Tower, 
will comprise entirely positive-air-flow rooms to protect the health of immunosuppressed patients.
